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THIRD MAJOR LEAGUE 
There should be great joy in baseballdom 
that a third league, the Continental, is to 
begin operating in 1961. But the cheers will 
be sporadic at best. There are too many 
unanswered questions. 
At a time when the decline in baseball 
attendance indicates a fall in national in­ 
terest n the game, one cannot help but won­ 
der: If baseball is having trouble in its 
present two leagues, will a third point the 
way out of the woods? 
It is significant that the announcement 
of the new league included only five of the 
eight — or more — proposed teams. New 
York, Houston, Toronto, Denver and Minne- 
apolis-St. Paul were named, although an­ 
other 11 were listed as having expressed 
interest. 
Two big questions remain: Where will 
the players come from? What will be the 
public response? 
Edwin C. Johnson, former governor of 
Colorado and president of the now defunct 
Western minor league, answered the first 
question: “The same question about play­ 
ers was asked when the American League 
was bom. I have faith in America. This is 
an hictoric occasion.” 
Maybe so, but baseball is not on the up­ 
grade as ft was in 1900 when the Ameri­ 
can League was formed. And there are 
only so many super-stars — the attrac­ 
tion which really pulls people to games 
these days. The fact is there are hardly 
enough for the present 16 league teams. 
But the ultimate question is whether 
the new move will engender enough in­ 
terest among fans to make it pay. In some 
of these cities minor league ball has had 
hard sledding during recent years, al­ 
though having a major league whose best 
members cannot be yanked “up” on 24 
hours notice may make a difference. 
Everyone wishes the new league luck, 
but many observers have their fingers 
crossed.
